Alterations Made By Big Four 
Members During Absence 
of Some Others

PARIS, May ZZ.—That President 
Wilson himself is pot satisfied with 
the German peace treaty is the answer 
his friends made today to the accumu­ 
lated objections of many of the Amer­ 
ican commission, which came to a head 
this week through tentative resignation 
of nine of the members. 
The President, his friends said, be­ 
lieves the treaty is the best it is possi­ 
ble to obtain considering all the condi­ 
tions and circumstances, as near as he 
was able to make it represent the prin­ 
ciples for which he fought through six 
weary months. 
Associates of 
the 
President said 
when the whole story of the peace 
conference is told it will be understood 
why the treaty contains just what it 
does and why there wer# certain omis­ 
sions. 
It will be a story, they declared, of 
agreements made one day and flouted 
the 
next; 
of understandings pains­ 
takingly arrived at through all the 
days and nights of labor lasting for 
weeks, only to be turned without fore 
warning. 
The President, it was said, 
accepts the treaty as an accomplished 
fact, however, now that it is in its 
Anal form. 
Declare Treaty Changed 
According to information from au­ 
thoritative American sources, the Anal 
form of the treaty is not that in 
which it came from the printer. Wheth 
er this is the reason it has not been 
published, cannot be stated, but then 
have been many change? in the text, 
sine*? it was printed. 
(The big four was recently reported 
to have agreed not to publish the full 
text of the treaty Until it is accepted.) 
Some of these changes are due to 
the fact that as printed it did not rep 
resent the exact agreements reached 
by the peace conference. 
As an example of this, the night the 
treaty was printed, President Wilson 
was awakened 
at 
midnight and in­ 
formed of two important alterations. He 
called one of the big four on the tele­ 
phone and the latter admitted he had 
made the alterations, but expected to 
explain the next day. 
Americans Examine Document 
Another auch alteration was discov­ 
ered later affecting the Soar valley 
and resulted in a similar admission by 
a representative of a certain country. 
As a consequence, various members 
of the American 
commission 
have 
been go4ng over the voluminous docu­ 
ment with a flne-tooth 
comb 
ever 
since. 
So far as calling the treaty a “riv­ 
ers and harbors bill”—as was done by 
one of the experts of the American 
commission 
yesterday — Wilson’s 
friends said this was wholly unfair to 
him. since it implied he had selfish 
ends to serve. 
As a matter of fact, they said, the 
President worked unceasingly to make 
the settlement of every issue square 
with his avowed principles or, when 
this could not be aone, at least to ob­ 
tain a settlement which the league of 
nations would be enabled to correct 
eventually, if it proved unfair or un­ 
wise.

By FRED S. FERGUSON 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
p A R lS , May 22.— The German peace 
delegation will make an eleventh 
hour bluff to break off negotiations 
just to test the allies’ determination, 
according to belief expressed in official 
French circles today. 
Once the enemy sees the Allies mean 
business— realizes that the economic 
blockade will be tightened and sees the 
allied armies springing to attention, 
ready to march into Germany— either 
the present or a substituted delegation

Reuter Says If All Could See 
Battle Areas, There’d 
Be No More War 


“Believe me. the American army is 
getting out of France!’’ writes Herman 
Reuter of Santa Ana, formerly of the 
Register staff, in France now since 
October, 1917. 
And when Reuter wrote on May I 
he had strong hopes of being one of 
those to get out of France by June I. 
R euter has been in the Ordnance De­ 
partm ent, Service of Supplies, and has 
been stationed most of the time at 
Neufchateau. 
“Yes. indeed,’’ wrote he, “the army 
is getting out of France. 
Of course, 
certain detachm ents will have to re­ 
main behind, to take care of property, 
look after graves registration 
work 
and so on, but the troops are being 
moved out by the tens of thousands, 
alm ost pell-mell, or so it seems. 
“And when I say “take care of prop­ 
erty.” that does not mean a whole lot* 
of property, fojpthe army is disposing 
of all it can, principally by turning 
it over to the French army and gov­ 
ernm ent. 
in the case of ammunition, 
dumps are being turned over bodily to 
the French, and the ordnance people 
will be able-to start 
for 
home on 
schedule time. The office I am in has 
had more real work to do during the 
past ten weeks than during almost any 
other time since it^s inception. 
“An*ordnance detachm ent (mobile) 
is under the direction of tills office 
now; it has practically completed its 
work of visiting divisions which arc 
about to leave for the States and help­ 
ing them ship their ordnance material 
to the rear. 
“Much ammunition is boing shipped 
to the coast, much i3 being blown up 
1 by the demolition detachm ents and 
' much, as I said, is being turned over 
to the French. 
But all this work is 
being wound up in a rush—and so we’ll 
be started before long. 
I 
“I was fortunate enough to make a 
couple of trios up to the front this 
spring In a Cadillac car, and on one 
trip I went into Belgium. 
The barbed 
wire, the desolation, the trees killed 
by gas. the shell holes and so on are 
a weird sight, as you can imagine. 
“I think if all the people in the 
world could visit the old battle areas 
end see the horror of towns wiped off 
the map. houses that look like skel­ 
etons, and so forth. there would never 
be any more wars. 
“ I went to the Riviera coast in Feb­ 
ruary for eight days. 
I had my three- 
day leave In Baris along the fore part 
of April, and I consider that R repaid 
me for all the long months I spent in 
Neufchateau. 
I visited Versailles, of 
course, and wrote a post card on the 
table whereon the peace is scheduled 
to be signed; visited the Louvre, saw 
the Milo Venus, the Winged Victory, 
and took in the Luxembourg, although 
at the time I was t|»ere no paintings 
were on view’, they having not yet 
been hung after their sojourn in the 
southern part of France.”

13150 issued in payment for the city 
hall site recently 
purchased.

c6urt order was a citation for Clement 
to appear next Monday and show 
cause why the court should not direct 
him to pay the warrant 
The city will be represented in the 
case by City Attornej Garrett and 
Scarborough & Forg> of Santa Ana. 
Mr. Clement will be represented by H. 
C. Head of Santa Ana. 
“Various 
inaccurate 
reports 
con­ 
cerning the suit which the city of Or­ 
ange has flied against me as city 
treasurer having come to my atten­ 
tion, I desire to make a statement to 
the public concerning my position in 
the m atter,” said Clements today. 
“Briefly 
stated, 
the city trustees 
contend that th«9proeeedings authoriz­ 
ing the paym ent of a warrant for $3150 
appropriated for the purpose of a city 
hall site are regular and legal. 
I 
have such serious doubts as to the le­ 
gality of the proceedings that I feel 
iustifled in requiring that they be con­ 
tinued by a court decision before I 
pay the w arrant. 
“My only objects in refusing to pay 
the w arrant are: first, to protect the 
interests or the city by securing a de­ 
cision of the court on Hie legality of 
the proceedings under which the pur­ 
chase pf tho city hall site was author­ 
e d ; second, to protect my personal 
interests, since, as a bonded officer of 
he city, elected by tile people. I am 
personally responsible for the legality 
jf any transaction in which I make a 
payment of city monies. 
“I take the position that the purch 
ase should be approved by a court de­ 
cision because one of tin* best known 
attorneys of Orange county. 
H. 
C. 
Head of Santa Ana. has given me an 
opinion statin g ’ th at the proceedings! 
followed by the city trustees in this} 
m atter are irregular and that the pay­ 
ment of the w arrant would be an il­ 
legal act; and th at I would be person­ 
ally responsible. 
“lf the court directs that I pay this 
warrant. 
I will 
of course promptly 
comply, as such a decision is sufficient 
guarantee of the legality oT the trans­ 
action. 
However, the adverse view 
taken by such a reputable and disin­ 
terested attorney as Mr. Head justifies 
me in the belief that I should require 
a court decision in the m atter before 
acting. 
"I have no personal interest in the 
m atter beyond being assured that the 
transaction is a legal one. 
Before the 
suit wa8 filed against me, I made an 
offer to the city trustees to pay the 
warrant, if the trustees would assum e 
full responsibility for the action. The 
trustees did not act upon my proposal. 
■ ‘I am acting in ibis m atter strictly 
as a public official charged with a pub­ 
lic trust. 
I have no personal feeling 
toward anyone, but I shall continue in 
what I consider to be a proper and 
justifiable course for a public official 
to pursue until tlfc court determ ines 
the merits of the controversy.”

Secretary M etzgar was directed to 
make the campaign his special order of 
business until the date of election. He 
will have full charge of the activities 
and will be assisted by men prominent 
in their respective districts. 
Men recognized as leaders in all the 
districts of the county are boosters 
for the issue, particularly those who 
have made an investigation and give** 
the m atter the consideration It war­ 
rants. 
The election will be held on June 
10th, which is less than three weeks 
in the future. 
Intensive work will be 
done, the real campaign drive being 
left for the last few days before the 
people go to the polls to cast their 
votes. 
it is the desire of the m anagers to 
get a full expression from the voters 
aud to that end every effort will be 
made to induce everyone to go to the 
polls.

Pleasants, county bee inspector, ‘will 
prevent the bees from working just 
now, but it will have two very desir­ 
able effects. 
It will hold the bloom, 
and it will give the bees a chance to 
build up. This spring the stands have 
been very weak. With this respite, in 
a ^ eek there w:ll be twice as many 
bees in many of the stands as there 
are now.” 
H undreds of stands of bees have 
been feeding on orange bloom, and 
have been making honey rapidly, a1 
though Hie weather has not been very 
favorable. The orange bloom will hang 
on for about a week yet, after which 
some of the apiarists will move to the 
bean fields.
